Glasoow, Dec. 10. — The polling of the 
non-union engineers ou the proposals 
made by the employers at the conference 
of the federated employers and the amal- 
gamated society of engineers was taken 
yesterday. The resulta are as yet un- 
known, but it ia Raid that the men have 
rejected the employers' proposals. The 
balloting of the unionist engineera will 
end on Saturday. 

London, Dec, 10,— Sir Wm. Grey, the 
principal ehipbuilder of Hartlepool, has 
issued a statement of the condition of 
the sbipbailding industry, in which he 
says that tbe engineers' strike has caused 
the reduction of the output by eight 
large steamers, which iiitLua a loss of 
£75,000 in wages.

The Best Commander VVella Can Say for 
the London Fire Brigade. 

Lo.vDON, Dec. 10. — At yeatorday'a sit- 
tiug of the inquiry into the caugca and 
circumstances of the recent great fire in 
London, Commander Wells, B.N., chief 
of the metropolital fire brigade, 
was called to the stand. Com- 
mander Wells said that the chemical 
engines were not used at the lire. He had 
been in New York, lie said, and had not 
seen any sucb euginea there.

A sub-committee 
of the cabinet waa appointed to consider 
the reviaion of the mining regulationa 
in the light of Mr. .Sifton's recent in- 
formation, covering licensee, royalties, 
size of claims and kindred subjects, as 
well as the relief matters.

In a case held over from, last 
meeting it was held that the whole com- 
mittee, upon finding that a complaint of 
discrimination in freight rates was well 
founded, has jurisdiction to compel the 
oflending company to make restitution 
of the excessive "freight rates charged. 
Tlie deciaioii was that the committee 
could not go furtlier than order tlie com- 
pany to remove the applicant's grievance 
for the future,

sion of the Inteicoioniol Railway to 
Montreal will certainly not take jdace 
until January. It v,'aB learned at tlie 
department to-day that there is stiil 
much work to be done on the Drum- 
mond County portion, and tlie minister 
in determined to have everythiug in 
in good order Ijofore tiie service coni- 
nieucea. Trains for til. John aud Hali- 
fax over the I. C, E. will leave Mon- 
treal each evening at 7.S0, arriving in 
St, John the following afternoon and in 
Halifax about 9 p.m.

neutrality.

It Is Not Practicable for 
Miners' Head to the. 
Ynkou. 



Speaking yesterday of the claims 
which are made for au interior road to 
the IClondyko by way of Ashcroft, Ques- 
nolle and Hezleton, Mr. William Hum- 
phrey from his own experience ex- 
pressed the view that the route was not 
practicable for general travel. 

In 1874 Mr. Humphrey, acting for the 
goveriiineat, cut the trail between 
Hazleton and Dease lake, and from his 
oxplorations of the country between 
those points and from the Stickeen to 
the Skeena, lie says that while the trail 
would do to drive cattle over during tlie 
Bummor between Ifnzleton and Tele- 
graph Creek, it is too long for general 
travel, and beaidea would coat too much 
to put into shape. The tliatance ho puts 
at -100 miles from Hazleton to Telegraph 
Creek and about 1,100 tnilea between 
Aahcroft and T'elegraph Creek, 

When he built the trail in 1871 be 
made four tripa o.er the ground between 
Dease lake and Ha/deton, and so knowa 
the country well. The trail went up the 
Bkeena to its head about 220 miles from 
Hazleton. Here the country was fonnd 
quite open, and the heads of the Stickeen 
and Skeena almost touch. Thence the 
trail went west some 30 miles and up the 
south fork of the Stickeen. That route 
was for a time used for taking cattle from 
Hazleton, but ii lias not been in use for 
fifteen years, the last band of cattle be 
ing then taken in by iMr. Calllireath. 
Jiv this time the trail will have all 
up again, and Mr. Iluniphrey 
consulers that much money would have 
to be expended making a good road, for 
while the country is not a difhcult one to 
get over, there would be a good deal of 
bridging to do, and there is alao exten- 
sive swamp land to be encountered. It 
is in fact not practicable for travelling. 

" Some advocates of the interior route 
speaks as if there waa a trail between 
Hazleton and the Naas," said Mr. Hum- 
phrey, " but there is no such trail, for 
once on the Naas broken conntry is ex- 
perienced and it is out of the question to 
go that way to Telegraph Creek." 

The only trail to the Naas from Hazel- 
ton, iMr. Hunipbroy says, is one used by 
the Indiana to tret in their fish, l)ut it is 
no route to Telegraph Creek. 

Mr. Humphrey haa had eomo ex- 
perience on the Stickeen river for he 
travelled to its mouth on the ita for 
seven winters. In fact liundreds of min- 
ers used to make their way in by that 
route with sleighs and dogs.

Thia 
district is much more conveniently situ- 
ated than that around Klondyko. It is 
not far from tho Coaet and will have 
railway connection iu a very aliort time, 
It has tlio advantage of not being wholly 
valuelesfl for other purpoeeu than min- 
ing for there are very considerable tracts 
that will be valuable as hay land and 
probably for raising the hardier grains 
and vegetaliles. Whether any ground 
SIS rich as tliat of VA Dorado and Bonanza 
Creeks will be fourui on these newer 
waters io of course uncertfiiu, but there 
aoema to bo no doubt whatever that 
good paying places will be abundant. 
Owing to their greater proximity to the 
highways of travel, mines there can be 
worked very much more cheaply tlian 
those fin ther Xortli, a fact that will add 
very materially to their value. 

AVe wish once more to draw attention 
to tho fact that a j)ortiou of tho new dia- 
trict is in British Columbia aud there- 
fore that persons, who intend to prospect, 
ought to 1)0 provided witli a free miner's 
license from the government of thie 
province. Wo are told tliat many ])00- 
pie are at Wrangel, Skagway and other 
pointH, waitiug for the snow to settle so 
that they can go into the district. Such 
persons, if not provided with licenses, 
must bo careful to make no atakings 
south of the 60th parallel of latitude, 
which we may remark is not blazed upon 
tho trees nor in.irkcd with iron ])osta. 
A staking south of that parallel will be 
absolutely worthless unless in thenanie 
of a person holding a provincial licentu'.

RAILWAYS IN SOUTIIEIIN B.C. 

The Grand Forks .Miner diacusses iu 
very temperate faahion the railway situ- 
ation aa it all't'cte tl.e Southern portion 
of the province. It thinks it sees indi- 
cations that the Canadian Pacific aims 
to control all the liuea of transportation 
between its main line and the Inter- 
national boundary, and while holding 
thia to be a very serious matter, thinks 
there is uo need for great alarm, for 
thereis verylittle diirerence,init8opinion, 
between tlio control of tlie tratlic of a 
district by a single corporation aud ita 
control by several corporations acting 
in combination, Tiiere is undoubtedly 
a good deal in thia, but the hiatory of 
other localities shaws that tliere is an ad 
vautii'.;e in having rival Hue-'. San Fran 
ciHCo has uudouljtedly Eiilfered because it 
has hueii ill theluind.y of a single railway 
curporation, while I'orlland, Taconiu 
ami .Seattle bouclit by having several 
trauecontinental lines. It would be dif 
ficult to convince the bnainesa men of 
Victujip. that it is of no advantage to 
tlieiu to have a choice of routes to the 
liast, as they have by reason of their 
comiectioiiH by steamer with Seattle 
and T.icoma. 

I'ho Miner Ihiiika that the uatuti- of 
tho greater part of tho ores of Britiah 
Columbia ia auch that, uuleas any rail- 
way corporation controlling the traffic ia 
prepared to grant reasonable freight 
ratci, no business will bo developed. 
Most of the ore must be treated near nt 
\)onu\, and will not stand high freight 
charges even on short hauls. For those 
reasons our contemporary thinks that 
any company, even if it enjoys a mono- 
poly of transportation, will give rea- 
sonable rateg. Theoretically, thia aeems 
all right, but wo know that in 
jiracliuo most railway companies have 
tlie habit of cxuctiug ■' all that the trallic 
will l)ear." Foi our jmrt we tliink that 
it is the duty o! both tho federal and tho 
local governmentB to make the control of 
freight cliarges a sj'jie Quanon of any con- 
tract with a railway company under any 
Eubsiily act now iu force or hereafter to 
bn pasaod. There ia a provision to this 
('iref,t in tho eubsidy net passed last aea- 
sion giving .^1,000 a mile to certain rail-| 



AN ALFRED MILLENARIUM. 

A propoaal has been made for the cel- 
ebration of the millenarium of Alfred the 
Great iu 1902, when a thousand years 
will have elapsed aince his death. It ia 

fiiiggesteJ that a museum, art gallery, or 
library should be erected at Winclieater, 
Alfred's cai)ital. That the life and 
work of thi.-3 distinguished sovereign 
should he commemorated in some suit- 
able manner will be admitted, and any 
movement having that object in view 
will be of great value indirectly, be- 
cause it will atimiilato investigation in- 
to the days of the Saxon mouarclis, a 
period of our history about which com- 
paratively little ia known by tho masa 
of the people. Anything which will lead 
to a thorough study of any of the chap- 
ters of British hiatory will bo of benefit. 
Tho manner in wliich popular govern- 
oient has been developed by tho British 
race ia one of tho most interesting sub- 
jects of study that can be named. It 
would be of distinct benefit -to the world 
to have the ealient points of the record 
brought out in a prominent mnnner. 
When we get at the facta of the Saxon 
period, we find that tho germ of demo- 
cracy was present then, that even at 
that early day the source of power waa 
not the king, but tho peujilo, in tlicory 
at least. We might even go further 
back with advantage, for we would dis- 
cover in such brief historical fragments 
as have come down from the day, when 
our Saxon forefathers were moving west- 
ward across I'hirope, abundant evidence 
of two things — the sanc:tity ol 
tho home and the supremacy of 
the people. There have been times 
when a self -willed ruler has been able to 
ostabliab something closely resembling 
absolutism, but a Saxon's house, even 
though it were only a hovel on tho 
plniiia of Central ]Ouroi)u, waa ever hia 
uastle. Tho phraao " the im;inory of 
man runneth not to tlie c/jntrary," 
often used iu connection with Britiah 
rights aud customs, is not ap empty one, 
for it testifies to the antiquity of British 
freedom. John at liunnymede granted 
no new libertiea to I'lngliahnien ; he aiia 
pi}' recogni^ied thoao that had beenthoira 
from time iin memorial. 

AVo welcome tho suggestion of a fit- 
ting celebration of the Alfred millenari- 
uui, principally for the'reaaon that it 
will lead to investigation along the lines 
above indicated. No man valuea his 
liberty like tho one wlio knows that it ia 
hie, not bccauRo .some king in hie bounty 
granted it, but becauao it ia inherent in 
him, a birthright; wliieh h.o cannot alien- 
ate. Tho more we know of tho history 
of Britiah freedom, the leas we will be 
attracted by the achemoa of latter day 
social revolutionists, the better we will 
understand the Britiah oonatitution and 
how elastic it is.

There 
was a part of the (iO-.Mile oreuk and a 
part of the lO-.Milu creek where (jold 
mining operations were being carried on , 
but Bince the diecoveriea in the Canadian 
Kiondyke these places had been prac« 
tically abandoned, and the great oj)er- 
ation which la now beini; carried on in 
mining is in the Dominion of Can- 
ada, to the east of the boun- 
dary line between Canada and Alaska. 
It therefore became a matter of very 
great ini))ortnnce, not only to Canada, 
but to Great Britain and to every por- 
tion of the Empire, that these great 
Canadian gold fields, which were eo en- 
tirely Britiah, should be reached without 
our being obliged to be dependent upon 
a route which passes through even a 
strip of United States territory, and 
especially taking into consideration the 
great difliculty that those passes involve 
in reaching those gold fields. I had an 
interview with the [Ion. Mr. Sifton, the 
minister of the interior, on his return 
from the district. He had jieraoually 
visited both these paaaea, having gone 
there by way of the Chilkoot pass, and 
returned by way of the White pass. 
During that interview I was glad to learn 
from him that he had come to the con- 
cluaion that it waa absolutely essential 
that Canada should have a route 
to these goldfields which was Canadian 
from beginning to end. That route is to 
be found by way of the Stickeen river, 
and from investigations which have 
been made it has been found to be a 
very favorable route. From the city of 
Victoria to Wrangel, which is at the 
month of the Stickeen river, the distance 
is 801 miles, and has to be traversed by 
ocean-going ateamera. At Wrangel tran- 
shipment is made into boats which draw 
not more tlian^i ft. to i! ft.O in. of water. 
They then run up the Stickeen river for 
a distance of perhapa ISO.miles; but the 
landing place might bo some 10 miles 
lesB, say 140 miles. 

" Although the mouth of the Stickeen 
river ia in the territory of the United 
S ates of America — for on that coast 
they have a narrow strip of territory 
which is not yet defined— this presents 
no difficulty whatever, for the reason 
that in that treaty between Great 
Britain and Rasaia — and the treaty waa 
again renewed l)y the United States of 
America after they obtained poseession 
of Alaska— it ia provided that British 
subjects have tlio same right of naviga- 
tion of the .Stickeen river as the subjects 
of the United Statea Lave. The only 
point le that tranRhipment takes place 
at the Port of Wrangel ; but, aa you 
know, every day goods of she value of 
hundreds of tliousands of pounds are 
being transhipped in ports in C'dn- 
ada and in ports in the Uni- 
ted States. Therefore there can 
be no posaiblo difficulty attending tran- 
shipment. There is not a farthing .jf 
duty to be paid, or anything of the kind, 
but I may say that auppoaing from any 
cause any diiT'culties were to present 
themselves, or if any impositions of any 
kind were attempted, we have Port 
Simpson in Canadian territory, wliere 
tlie tranehipmeiil can be made nil the 
aame, and we necid not be dependent 
upon the groat repuljlic to the south of 
U3 for trnnaliipnient at Wranizel. I do 
not think there will bis any ditticulty 
about it ; but if there is, there will be no 
difficulty at all in making it all a Cana- 
dian route. (Hear, hear.) 

" When you have reached the Tele- 
graph creek by the Stickeen river, there 
isa portage of from 100 to 110 miles.

lead ua to believe that a good railway 
line can be eatabliehed between Tele- 
graph creek and Teslin lake, a dietance 
not exiieeding 115 to 120 milea. I have 
no doubt that during the season of 1898 
the Canadian government will construct 
that railway connecting Teslin lake with 
Telcgniph iireek ; but if they do not I 
have no doubt the Canadiiin Pacific 
Railway Company — who intei.d to ouer- 
aie on ihiri road — will promptly, during 
ttie proent year, conKtruot a railway 
there. Hut, in the iiieamime, we inuot 
depouii upon the road — a trail — a snow 
trail— in the llrat instance, and when 
the enow leaves it should be rapidly con- 
structed into a wagon trail. I may say 
that my interviews with the IMinister of 
the Interior representing the Canadian 
government, and the representative of 
the government of British Columbia 
lead mo to believe that those govern- 
naenta will promptly combine to make 
that an oHicient trail until the railway is 
constructed, 'rh,"^^ will bring ua to Tes- 
lin Lake, and from Teelin Lake you can 
run down in two days — instead of in 
twenty days, from the mouth of ttio Yu- 
kon rivor— to Uaweon City. So thtirowe 
have one of the ehorteat lines, and, tak- 
ing it all in all, one of the beet lines, 
that can jioHsibly be found, ami yon have 
an all-Ganadiaii route, the i)art,iua tra- 
versing which are in Britiah territory all 
the time. 

"I have detained you a little while in 
going at perhapa unnecessary length 
into that question. (Cries of "do, no!") 
But I venture to do so because thia being 
a traditiK and transport company, as our 
title indicates, it becomes alMmportant 
that we sboald have these facilities 
promptly provided in order to make our 
enterprise a snccessfal one.

TH1{ YUKON GOLD FIELDS; ' 1 

TO THE UDITOR OF "PL'tlblC OIT.N'ION." 

Sir, — There waa in your ieaue of Sep- 
tember 24, which recently reached me, 
a portion of an article by a Air. Brenton 
Symona, M.I.C.K., ou the Yukon gold 
fields, which states that " Seattle is the 
headquartera of the' migration in the 
search of the • root;* of 'all evil.' " Aa 
this idea ia conveyed generally, aa fa^aa 
I have seen, by tbe.Britiah press to the 
British public, I shbtild like to correct 
it. Seattle may be the headquarters for 
Americans, who naturally desire to reap 
all the benefits to be obtained by outfit- 
ting the vast crowds who are rushing to 
the Yukon; but aa tho Klondyko ia in 
Canadian territory, those who purchaEO 
their outfits in tho States will iind that 
a serious additional expense in the shape 
of duty will be incurred before they can 
put down their packa in Canada. 

By coining direct to Vancouver or Vic- 
toria, and purchasing their oullit in 
either of these towns, they not only save 
the extra expense, but will also get a 
better outfit, moat of tho goods Bold in 
these towns being imported from the old 
country. The merchants here, too, are 
more acquainted with the needs of the 
miner, most of thera having outfitted 
men in the old Cariboo days, and many 
of them being themeelvea old Cariboo 
miners. 

There is a good deal of nonsense 
written in tbe Britieh papers about the 
new diggings, many of the writers 
having apparently studied and anrveyed 
tho country from the comfortable doptha 
of an armchair in some New Y6rk or 
Seattle hotel or clul), and gained tlieir 
information from thoau practical jokers 
who aro always ready to " green " the 
innocent and unsoiihiaticated tender- 
foot. ICven Mr. i^reiiton Symona, who, 
being an M.I. C.JO., oucht to have known 
better, states tliat " the temperature 
drops to 70 (leg. below zero, ao that tho 
breath ia frozen into crystals, and you 
must move about to avoid being hedged 
in by the result of your own respira- 
tion." Well, I should smile! "The 
Rapid I^espirator ; or every Man his own 
Snowstorm," shnuUl have been the title 
of his article. Please nsk him to cal- 
culate how many cubic yards of reepira- 
tion go to one inch of hedge. I have 
seen tbe thermometer 63 deg. below zero 
in the Northwest Territories, with a 
razor-edged southeaster blowing, but 
never yet was able to shelter myself be- 
hind my own respiration.

None but those who have health, 
strength, tlio necessary capital, and I 
might add, a cheerful disposition, should 
attempt to go there; the effect of the 
winter and its darkness alone, to say 
nothing; of the other trials, would, on a 
morose or misanthropic mind, be most 
unfortunate.

An expression of gladneBS— though 
perhaps hard to see, owing to the early 
hour at which the steamer arrived— 
was worn by every paaaenger on tlie 
Tees, coming in from the West Coast 
yesterday.

They are look- 
ing forward to more colonists coming 
tbie way from the East next spring, and 
in order that their deairea may be grati 
fled at the earliest possible date, they 
purpose petitioning the government, 
and making known their wants. At Hee- 
quoit aix very promiaiug mineral claims 
iiave been staked off by Messrs. Fergu- 
son, Jacobsen, J. Drinkwater, Miller, 
Leslie Jonea and Peterson. Messrs. 
Jacobaen, Drinkwater and Peterson 
made a ahipraent of one ton of copper 
ore from the Iron Cap, by the Tees, tho 
shipment being for Tacoma. Messrs. 
Drinkwater and I'eterson are now get- 
ting out ore from the Two Sisters and 
Crow mines, on Deer creek, and expect 
to make some heavy shipments from 
these properties in the near future. 
Among the Tees' paaaengers were Mr. 
and Mre. Spier, Mrs. Lindblad, Mr. Go- 
ing, C.E., L. Jones, Mrs. Ponney, Mrs. 
Wood and Mr. McCanlio. 

TUE IIARK " ANNIK TIIOMAB." 

Mr. Alex. McDermott has received 
word from Capt. Thomaa, of the bark 
Annie Thomas, giving an account of that 
vesael's voyage from Moodyville to Port 
Pirie, as also some other interesting 
news. The Annie Thomaa left British 
Columbia in June last and completed a 
rougli paeaage in 100 days. The weather 
experienced on thy trip Capt. Thomas 
describee aa extremely btonny, particu- 
larly off Taamania, his eails on many 
occasions liaving carried away and lelt 
the craft with more ribbons tlian can- 
vas. Capt. Thomaa speaks of returning 
to Portland for a cargo of wheat. Ho 
gives the voyages of members of the 
lumber fleet to which be belonged, and 
sailing from port in the same direction 
and at about the time of his departure, 
Mariolta, 102 days; Eaton Hall, lU(j 
days ; Northbrook, 114 days; and Prince 
Robert, 90 days.

DROWNED CLOSE TO SHORE. 

W. G. Hendron Loses His Life Through a 
Capsize in the Straits. 

A foolhardy dnck-ahootinz expedition 
in a flat-ljottoined lioat resulted yester- 
day afternoon in the drowning of W. G. 
Ilendron and the narrow escape from 
death of bis comiianion, Edwarci Noury. 
Hendron, who waa a man of about -10 
yearB of age, waa a great friund of young 
Xoury'fl. anil yesterday proposed a duc^k 
hunt. He borrowed a email flat-liot- 
tomed boal, aud the two kui out in the 
forenoon from tho outer wharf towards 
Clover Point. Two hours afterwards 
the boat, when opposite Dr. Milne's resi- 
dence on the Daliaa road, capsized in the 
heavy Bea and strong wind, and while 
Noury succeeded in getting ashore, the 
older man, who could not swim, per- 
ished in tho waves, bis body being swept 
to land half an hour later. 

According to Noury the two had their 
lunch near Clover Point, and then start- 
eil homeward about 1 o'clock. Tlie 
weather, which had been moderately 
calm earlier in tho day, then became 
very etorniy and the wind iilew high. 
When oir I^r. Miine'a, Noury, who waa 
rowing, tried to turn into aliore by llen- 
dron's advice. At that time the boat 
had shipped considerable water. Just 
as the little boat came round a big Bsa 
swept over her and in a moment both 
men were in the water. 

Noury could swim and succeedcJ in 
getting back to the capsized boat, to 
which he clung. Hendron, on the other 
liand, unable to awini waa swept in tho 
icy water and soon poriahed. All this 
happened within twenty yards of the 
shore. Nonry, getting to land with the 
boat, made his way to Dr. Miine'a not 
greatly the wqreo for his narrow 
escrtiin, and then Dr. Milne and a 
lad who works for him went to tho ahore 
to try and recover Hendron. Nonry 
joined them, and in a abort time tho 
dead body, after being daahed among 
the rocks, came close enougli to the 
beach to be landed. 

Sergeant Langley, of the provincial 
police, waa informed of the accident and 
had tho body removed to Hanna'a un- 
dertaking rooms. An inquest will be 
hold to-day. 

Hendron waa apparently a single man 
and lived in a cabin at Rock Bay. Noury 
Hays that though quite a friend of the 
dead man all he knows about him ia that 
he waa Irish. Upon the body was a 
badge inscribed "Private Detective U. 
D. A." Hendron had worked at Say- 
ward's mill, on tho city water works and 
and in the Albion Iron Works. He was 
a gunner ia No. 1 company of tho First 
Battalion, and formerly waa a member 
of one of tho Toronto corpn.
